To raise or appropriate such sums of 
money as may be necessary for the observance of Old 
Home Day. 


Art. 10. To see what action the town will take in 
regard to the control of the white pine blister rust and 
to raise money for the same. 


Art. 11. To raise such sums of money as may be 
necessary to defray town charges and to apply on town 
debt. 


Art. 12. To see if the town will authorize the se- 
lectmen to borrow money by temporary loans in antici- 
pation of taxes. 


Art. 18. To see what sums of money the town 
will vote to raise for the repair of Jones Hall. 


Art. 14. To see if the town will vote to adopt the 
provisions of the municipal budget act. 


Art. 15. To hear the reports of officers, agents or 
committees heretofore chosen and to pass any vote re- 
lating thereto, and to transact any other business that 
may legally come before said meeting.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Marlow: 


. I herewith submit my second report as Superin- 
tendent of schools. 


Organization and Enrollment 


Two new teachers were employed this year. Both 
are well qualified for work with their particular groups. 


Anne Nichols is a graduate of the elementary cur- 
riculum of Plymouth Normal School. Miss Nichols had 
eleven years experience in the upper elementary grades 
before assuming the work at Marlow. Her work in the 
upper grades at Marlow has been satisfactory and con- 
structive. 

Grace Kathan is a graduate of the elementary de- 
partment of Keene Normal School. Before coming to 
Marlow, she taught for one year at Deering, N. H. Her 
work in the lower grades has been satisfactory. 


Revised Stanford achievement tests are being giv- 
en to the pupils in the four upper grades. The results of 
the tests will be compared with those of other schools 
and with the standards for the grades. Remedial work 
will be given where deficiencies in fundamentals are ap- 
parent. 


A set of Compton’s New Pictured Encyclopedias 
was purchased for use in the upper grades. Seven circu- 
lation libraries of fifteen books each have been made up 
with some of the sample reading material which has 
accumulated in the office. These are being loaned to the 
schools in the supervisory union. The books are valua- 
ble especially to the younger children who usually find 
it difficult to locate supplementary reading material 
suitable for their age.

Milk is being supplied to sixteen pupils in the Mar- 
low school. The school nurse is an invaluable factor in 
the school health program. She is in a position to have 
intimate knowledge of the health problems of the pupils 
and to make direct home contacts. In many schools she 
acts as the health counsellor. Through personal visits 
to the homes she can give a clear idea to the parents of 
what the school health work is aiming at and can se- 
cure co-operation from them. Often she is called upon 
to make connections with State agencies, with local 
physicians, and with specialists in various forms of 
surgery. The object of any health plan for the schools 
is to prevent damage from mental or physical strain 
sufficient to produce illness and to tie up other activi- 
ties with health education.

Buildings and Equipment 


An appropriation from the Civil Works Admini- 
stration made it possible for the school board to make 
extensive alterations to the interior of the school build- 
ing. This work was done with very little expense to the 
school district. 

Labor and materials were supplied for the follow- 
ing work: 

A steel ceiling and plaster board walls were laid 
and painted with two coats of lead paint. The steel ceil- 
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ing and walls in the upper grade room were painted 
with one coat. The ceiling in the hallway was cleaned 
and whitened. The walls in the hallway were repaired 
and painted with one coat. All pupil desks were thor- 
oughly repaired, scraped, and painted with oil. 

The following work, which was outlined as a part 
of the original project, was completed by the school 
board: 

A second coat of paint was applied to the walls in 
the hallway. The woodwork in the class rooms was 
painted and the floors were oiled. 

The interior of the building is now in excellent 
condition. 

The bulletin boards which were supplied in the up- 
per grade room, are greatly appreciated and permit am- 
ple space to display the work of the pupils.
